are supposed to make the loop around Mon- 
roe street. Seemingly it depends on the 
eaprice of the crew whether a car makes 
the loop at all or makes it in Washington or 
Madison street. People wearing their feet 
out on the curb waiting for one of the few 
cats in operation are left to wait while the 
car omits a third, u Balt; or all of its loop 
trip. The excuse, of course, is that of 
maintaining schedule time. Without inem- 
ciency of operation there is precious little 
to interfere with schedule time at night. 
The traffic is off the street, and at this time 
of year the bridges are seldom open.

HE United Charities stands mid- 
way between the county agent’s of- 
fice and private benevolence.

_ dispenses charity with more wisdom 
than does the person who gives in- 
dividual and with more farsightedness 
than does the county agent, Any student 
of affairs knows that the work which is 
being done by this charity will be taken 
over some day by the government.

Poverty and 8 are a part of our 
plan for society, and justice demands that 
the burden of its deficiencies be carried 
side by side with its opportunities. Until 
society assumes this burden in a govern- 
mental way there must be organizations 
similar to the United Charities. 

Even after that has been censummated 
there will be need for this organinzation. 
The government will never be able to see 
as far into the intricacies of sociology as 
will certain individuals, and thes will al- 
wig work through some agency such as 
this,

That reason for its continued existence, 
however, is not the one to think of in this 
Christmas season.

the thirteenth century. The family name was 
transformed into Le Chylde, and from that 
into Child. Since the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century it has been settled in Stafford- 
shire, and for the last 260 years the eldest 
son of the family has always borne Smith 
as a Christian name. It was Admiral Sir 
Smith Hill Child who commanded as captain 
the Europe in the o actions of the Brit- 
ish fleet against t neh squadron of Ad- 
mital de Grasse 8 e mouth ofr the Chesa- 
peake, a few weeks before the surrender of 
Coruwallls to Washington, at Yorktown. 
The baronetty was bestowed by Queen Vic- 
toria upon the grandfather. of the present 
Sir Hill Child, in recognition of his services 
as representative in parliament of the north- 
ern division of Staffordshire, during a period 
of some thirty years. 

Sir Hill Child was a member of the exceed- 
ingly gay house party of the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Westminster, at Eaton Hall, in- honor 
of the young Queen of Spain last August, and 
took a very active part in the polo games 
and gymkanas. It was during the course of 
that house party that his engagement to Lady 
Helen Grosvenor, who was one of his fellow 
guests, materialized, and among the first to 
offer their good wishes and congratulations 
to. the flances were the ee sovereigns.

One might maintain 
that William Butler Yeats is the most poet- 
ical of poets; pressed for a reason, one could 
only say, perhaps; that Yeates seems incape- 
ble. of an unpoetical line. 

‘Lacking the critical faculty, and the pre- 
sumption to detail my adventures, I should 
not venture to declare that thie line ts a 
poetical line and that line is not; nor what 
the something in a line is that makes it poet- 
ical; the simpler the line, the subtler is that 
something. Almost everybody who writes 
turns out now and then a poetical line, and 
may say to himself, Now, that would do 
very well in a sonnet.” Unfortunately one 
good line does not make a sonnet; whereas 
every summer contains at least fourteen 
swallows. Our minor poets (the adjective is 
possibly superfiuous) do not appreciate this 
as fully. as they should.

ARE TO BLAME FOR BAD 
MANNERS. 


In the December Century ex-President 
Eliot of Harvard has an article on 
Democracy and Manners” apropos of 
the proper teaching of manners th the 
public school.

Economical F ee, 
The Daily Bread. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HERE is no better way of beginning the 
new year—or of ending the old one for 
that matter—cookerywise, than to begin 
to make the family bread. 

“We are just terrible eaters of bread,” 
I have heard many very modest and not at all 
40 or terrible people say, but in every case 
the bread so referred to as largely consumed 
Was made in their oon homes. Nearly every 
one a terrible eater of bread, if he can get 
w0od “bread, to eat; bread that 1s fine of grain, 
is reasonably sweet, that has sum and sgub- 
stance, that has—in other words-—chew to it, 
“Two things I will not give: up,” says a 
wealthy and always beau ~ Gressed and 
well groomed woman whom I nave met—by the 
way, a woman really cannot be well dressed un- 
less she is wellgroomed-—“the Dread making and 
the Warning the socks.” I have considered this 
fact more notable in her case than in some 
others, because she has given. her mind to such 
sober and solid studies as law, completing a 
course covering years, and yet losing none of 
her interest in domestic things or in refined 
dress.

It is a most foolish notién—one which I 
meet constantly—that a woman cannot have in- 
tellectual and even wide social interests and still 
be the best of housekeepers and finest of cooks. 

Cookery is a genuinely fine art, and people 
interested.and proficient in other fine arts are 
also accomplished in this. In fact, any one 
genuinely accomplished in one thing can and 
does easily become accomplished in others. It 
is the eternal smatterers, always rushing from 
one thing to another, or the people who have 
learned but one thing, and that not by years 
spent, but only weeks or months, who are most 
likely to be suspicious of the accomplishments 
of others, although the genuinely accomplished 
persons sometimes mistrust that others are as 
accomplished as themselves.

But back to bread! Good bread is a pre- 
ventive of disease. It is more than the ounce 
of prevention; a good loaf of bread is a good 
pound of guard against stomach and intestinal 
troubles: It often tastes as good as fresh air 


‘seems when you have been in a hot, stuffy. room 


—and what seems better—and it makes for the 
plain living that goes with high thinking. 

For my part I believe in a bread made of 
the most nourishing ingredients, therefore I 
use milk in making it. The following recipe is 
sufficient for two loaves: 

Bread.—One-half cake of hard yeast—Sea 
Foam—soaked in one-half cup of tepid water 
for two hours, with a spoonful or two of sugar, 
according as the taste dictates. One-half pint 
—iless half a cup—of milk scalded, cooled, and 
used when lukewarm. While it is still hot add 
a large tablespoon of butter and a rather large 
gm pe of salt. Sift one quart of flour into 

n pail or pan. Make a well in it, pour in the 
milk and yeast, and stir very thoroughly. Set 
this sponge over night. In the morning stir in 
just enough flour to thicken it for the knead- 
ing-—-a half pint is often more than sufficient 
—pour out on well floured board and commence 
to knead and do not stop if you can possibly 
help it for half an hour. Handle very lightly 
at fret. . Knead until dough is elastic and no 
more flour needed, then continue the process 
from five to fifteen minutes—this amount of 
time spent in kneading out to give the bread 
@ very fine grain and will if it is rightly done. 
One who understands the business will not 
have kneaded in much more than a half pint of 
flour. The less experienced will manage to be 
delayed by the sticking and use too much 
flour. A baten of dough must be attacked as 
though you knew how to deal with it, or it will 


act just like many other things animate and in- 


animate. Have assurance then! After the 


mizing set to rise for two or three hours. Some 


cooks grease the pan they put it into for this 
rising. Pour out on board again without using 
flour, Knead and form into two loaves. Put. 
therm into well greased bread tins, let rise one 
hour, prick, and bake about an hour. 

There are almost infinite variations from this 
recipe possible, but this will make a highly ex- 
cellent tread, and is a good recipe for a de- 
ginner.
